The litile subterfuges by which he induees
them to walk into his parlor are very artis-
tic, and the increase of invitations to pol-
iticians, never so favored before, to stretch
their nether limbs under the Government
muhogany in the family dining room is ab-
solutelr astounding to those who know of
thre reticence of the past in that respect.

All men of influence who have favors to
1=k are welcome now, and if there was any
doumbt in regard to the ability of the Presi-
dent in the domain of diplomacy during the
discussion with Chile and Great Britain,
there is none now.

Peonliar Political Promises Made,

Evervbody comes away pleased, imagin-
ing he will get just what he wants, although
if hie were compelled to state the exset lan-
guace of the Presidental promise he might
find his remembrance is somewhat clouded,
either by the eraft of the sentences or by
the wooing snd befogging atmosphere of
the library ecigars and the dining room
viands Of course he does not attempt this
nice little game of indirect prandial persua-
tion with those old stagers in polities with
whom -he has been at odds for some time.
They cannot be eanght by any show of un-
usunl sttention or by the most sceomplished
use of soft solders.

No Compromise Yet With Quay,

knows that the Senator is not particularly
sentimental when it comes to politicss No
tender appeal to “let brgones be bygones™
could induce Quay to fall on Harrison's
neck and declure undying friendship, and
the President knows.it.

If the interviews between the Senator
and the President of late could be reported
as faitbtully as the proceedings of the ex-
ecutive sessions of the Senate they would
wade immensely interesting reading. But
in this instance there are only two persons
involved and both modeled after the most
sceretive type. Only the vaguest hints,
percolating through the more active lips of
intimate personal friends, give the faintest
suggestion of the extraordinary characier
of those meetings. It is said that the

Made Famous for at Least a Day.

An “open letter” to the Premdent of the
United States, signed “James B. Cardwell,
of Boston,” has been given considersble
prominence to-day. It was published simul-
taneously here and in Boston, and corre-
spondents of afternoon journals telegraphed
it pretiy generally over the eoun:;y, not
because any importance was attached to it
here, but because they looked upom it as
“good stufl.” Here the ouliv opinion of it
is that it is vulgar and insulting, a tirade
which no gentleman would write, and whose
suthor has apparently concealed himself
behind an assumed name.

I cannot discover from inquiry among
Massachusetts members of Congress that
any such person as Cardwell exists in Bos-
ton. They are quite eertain he is not a
persan of any prominence. Here the letter
caused scarcely a passing notice. In fact, I
can find very !e: who have read it.f Not
recognizing in the name a person of any
national cﬁ' State reputation, they wasted
no time on the matter, which, at best, is
composed wholly of a re-hash, in very
abusive stvie, of things that have been
charged against Mr. Harrison at s time
when they were “live news,” and which
have been discussed threadbare by every
newspaper of the country. Of course,
neither the President nor any of his friends
will %'iu the lenst heed to the vulgar effu-
sion, but Cardwell, if sunoch a person is in
existerce, has accomnlished his purpose.

Allegheny's Postofiice Appropriation.

TRepresentative Stone was before the Com-
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds of
the House to-day for a final hearing in be-
balf of his bill to increase the appropria-
tion for a site for and commencement of the
Allegheny postoffice from $100,000 to $250,-
000. The bill will be favorably reported
within a few days, and has a good chance
to become a law. Those whose objections
were most feared, recognizing the necessity
for a postoffice in the greut city of Alle-
gheny, have signified their approbation of
the bill, and this includes the great econom-
ieal objector, Mr. Holman. The credit
for these favorable prospects is due wholly
to Representative Stone, whose rs and
watchfuiness bave been constant and un-
tiring.

Senator Quay appesred before the Com-
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds ot
the Senate to-day in advoeacy of his bills
for postofiices al McKeesport and Alioons,
and in response to his presentations the
bills will be sent to the Senate, with favor-
ahle reports, probably on Monday. The re-
ports will ask for §100,000 for McKeesport
and £150,000 for Altoona.

A bill reported favorably to the Honse
to-day appropriates $50,000 for s marine
hospital at Gallipolis, on the Onio, an in-
stitution whose need has been recognized
by all who are interested in the river com-
merce.

His Rule of Silence to Be Broken at
the Coming State Convention..

TO BE A BOOM FOR RE-ELECTION.

The Blis Conference Story Repeated, De-
spite Contradictions,

WASHINGTON SENTIMENT FOR M'EINLEY

[EPECIAL TELEGEAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

Hagrrissure, April 15 —Senator Mat-
thew Stanley Quay will be one of the dele-
gates from Beaver county to the Republican
State Convention here next Wednesday,
and will exercise his prerogative as such to
address the convention himself in a looked-
for lengthy speech. His address will not
be of an apologetic order, but rather will
flavor of persuasiveness. He will not de-
nounce his enemies in fearful tones, but
will seek to win the delegates by reviewing
what he has done for Republicanizm and
what can be dome by absolute party bar-
mony.

Although Qusy bas never addressed a po-
litical gathering, he now sees it imperative,
it is eaid, to depart from the role of “silent
leader,’” and try and set himselt straight in
the eyes of the Republican party and the
country.

81. PAUL, April 15,—Yesterday, in the
northwest corner of the Btate of South Da-
kota, the triangular piece of land, woods and
lakes known as the Sisseton Indian Reserva-
tion, which for the past 30 years has been
sacred to the red man, wasaseaof mud
frowned upon by a threatening sky and
surrounded on all its three sides by thou-
sands who had for months snticipated this
time, They had gathered together from all
quarters of the globe, and were anxiously,
longingly, almost sleeplessly, watching the
lands from which a thin line of blue-coated
soldiers separated them.

Across an imaginary line that soldiers
were guarding, there was the promise of
homes, and the home-seeker was there to
accept that promise and fulfill its conditions
The day closed with a break in the elouds,
and during the night colder winds blew and
chilled the bones, but not the enthusissm of
the waiting multitude. ~ This morning the
sun shone down on groups of ready and
eager settlers. To.night thousands are
sleeping under the blue sky, but on the soil
of their new homes.

One of the Folnts of Eendezvons.

One of the greatest crowds was at Brown’s
Valley, Minn.,, at the lower end of Lake
Traverse, and within a few miles of the line,
During the whole night intermitteat shouts,
yells, lsughter and snatches of songs came
from the various camps around the village.

Womanhood Ridiculed on the Floor
of the Assembly Chamber by

A WOULD-BE WITTY TAMMANYITE.

He Makes a Great Mistake and Is the Canse
of the Passage of

THE BILL FOR WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE

[EPRCTAL TELEGRAM T0 THE DISPATOR]

ArBaxy, April 15 —Hon. Philip Wiasig,
member of the Assembly from De Ate dis-
triet, to-day made & speech on the woman
suffrage bill, which was, by resolution of
the Assembly, expunged from the record as
soon as its delivery was completed. Hon.
Mr. Wissig has been in the habit for some

years of making questionable speeches in
oppasition to the woman suffrage bill. His
jden of female morality is not high, and he
has taken this annual oecasion toexpress it.

To-day the speech surpassed anything he
has previously said on the bill, and the As-
sembly promptly expunged it,

“T am tired of hearing talk about the re-
fining and elevating influence of women,”
said Hop. Mr. Wissiz. ‘““Members have
been making speeches about how much
good women wonld do, and how they wonld

revent political corruption. These mem-
Bersumu!tothln.k at it is the man who
does the corrupting and the woman who is
corrupted. Women are ible for
more corruption than men. They lead men
astray, and I do not see why the men should
have to take the responsibility for itall
the time. Commitiees of women come
here and say they do not get their rights.
They have plenty of rights now."

A Speech That lsn't Printable.

The rest of Hon. Mr. Wissig's speech
eannot well be printed verbatim. He gave
illustrations in support of his argument, and
said several things that might be construed
in more than ome way. One of them was
a conversation which he said he had had
with a woman’s righta woman.

‘With the conelusion of Hon. Mr. Wissig's
speech there was a consuliation of the lead-
ing members of the Assembly as to what
should be done. Some of the members were
in favor of a formal resolution of censure,
but it was thonght that this would only
tecd to call more attention to the spesch.
Mr. Webster introduced a resolution that
all reference to the speech and all record of
it, eit{:er in the J BILmlld oge in the nan-
ographer’s report, shon expunges
Thepresnlutiou was adopted at onceona
yiva voce vote by a majority that was so
large that the friends of Hon. Mr Wissig
did not ask for a division.

The women had erowded into the Chamber
to hear the debate on this bill in which the
woman's suffrage party is so vitally in-
terested. Not only the floor but the gal-
leries were filled with women. Evidently
Wissig thought he was making some very
witty remarks. A self-safisfied smile over-
spreed his face. Every sentence contained
& double mesning. When Wissig ceased
his tirade Colonel Webster demanded tﬁ
ks langrage be expunged from the
A dozen membars were instantly on their
feet to second the demand, and a motion to
éxpunge was carried in thunder tones

The Women Very ladiznant,
Mre. Margaret J. Hoey, of New York
City, who represants the Woman Labor or-
ization for this bill, said that she would
the matter to the atiention of every
labor o on in the State. *““And this
is a man,"”” she said with a sneer, “one of the
lords of eveationwho are supposed to be alone
competent to rule the Government. I will
see that he doesn’t come back to the Legis-
Iature again to insult modest women with
foul indecency.”™

The extraordinary part of the proceeding
was that Wissig’s own wife sat on a chair
within 40 feet of the spot where he stood.
